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Rep. DelGobbo Receives Additional Appointments

Named to Regulations Review, Bonding, Screening

Del Gobbo (R-70", Naugatuck) has been appointed to the
state legislature’ s Regulations Review Committee. This
committee reviews and must approve regulations
proposed by state agencies before they can take effect.

Del Gobbo’ s appointments as ranking
member of the legislature’ s Energy and Technology Committee, and as a member of the
Finance, Revenue and Bonding Committee and of the Public Safety and Homeland
Security Committee.
